We have some fat t-» now which beat the 
investig ation all hollow—because no jury 
aits upou them ex oept the people of the 
United States. 
The price of wheat has 
g one down to T8 cents lu Minneapolis. 
Mark that. In Liverpool, if It is only 46 
•hilling s a q uarter, it is $ 1.40 a bushel for 
“D uluth” or “mix ed g rade.’* No one will 
q ueetiou that—at le**t not more than aa 
to 1 to 2 cents a bushel. 
Now there is a 
difference of 62 cent» abu« h*l—or aay 60 
cants. And what are eveu rail and ocean 
freig hts? Why , sduiit they are S cents 
per buabel. 
W hat are lake and canal, 
now opening ? 
Admit 
for arg um ent's 
sake they are 20 cents (of course that is 
too hig h). Now then, in one case, the 
balance profit is 3»* cents per bushel, and 
in the other 40 cents. 
The wheat investig ation, as will be 
remembered, was a g rievous disappoint­ 
ment to those who broug ht it about. 
Long before it closed it was evident that 
the charg ee preferred ag aimt the state 
inspection department, and railroad, ele­ 
vator and g rain men, when thoroug hly 
sifted, would fizzle out completely . 
In 
this emerg ency something had to be 
done and “Doc” Fish was eq ual to the 
occasion.

How well it served its 
purpose must needs have been a sur­ 
prise to the author, and more than once 
he, undoubtedly , has chuckled over his 
complete success in deceiving the unsus­ 
picious farmers of the Northwest. 
For 
the article really contain* nothing . 
It 
does not even pretend to g ive statements 
of facts. It does not say that the price 
of wheat in Liverpool was 46 shilling s 
per q uarter at the time.

If a profit of 30 cents and upwards 
could be realised on every bushel of 
wheat shipped from the Northwest to 
Eng land, there would be no more profit­ 
able business in the United States than 
that of ex porting g ram from the North­ 
western wheat field* to Europe. The 
elevator manag ers and g ram men of the 
Northwest are g enerally recog nised as 
able and ke**u bu.-tiuces rneu who know 
all there is to know about the g ram 
trade. 
It stands to reason that they 
would not be alow in taking advantag e 
of 
s uc h 
ex ceptional 
opp.rtnniti» ** 
for 
the 
profitable 
employ ment 
of 
their brain*, energ ies and capital. 
We 
are, however, confronted with the sing u­ 
lar fact that a g rain ex porter is a very 
rare bird in the Northwest. 
None of 
the elevator companies in this section 
are ex porters of wheal. Several of them 
have ex perimented m this line, but their 
ex perience w as discourag ing ; they lost 
money on the business and went out of 
it. Among the c mimiasion houses we 
find only two or three ex porting firms, 
and eveu these send out carg oes only 
now and then. 
Men who make it their 
principal buaines* to ex port g rain to 
Europe or other foreig n part* are not j 
found in the Northwest, althoug h they 
could make a profit of 3iJ to 60 cents on; 
ever}’ bushel ex ported—if such public 
instructors as Donnelly , “Doc” Fish and 
their follower* are to be believed. Is it 
not astonishing that the “wheat robbers' 1 
of the Northwest should be so utterly ! 


A Good Record.

AUSTRALIAN SYSTEM OF VOTING. 


A Few Pointers from the Law Which 
Go Virus the Form of Voting at 
the Coming Election. 


The general election of Nev. 8th, 
1892, is to be held under the election 
law of 1891, commonly known as the 
Australian system. Among the provis­ 
ions of law which have to be observed 
in conducting the election are the fol­ 
lowing, namely: 
Every town is an election district. 
If the town contains more th am 400 
voters it shall be divided into two or 
more districts, by the Supervisors of 
the town at least six weeks before the 
general election. 
TheSuperviscrs are ex-officio judge* 
of election, and the town clerk acta 
asoneolerk, with one additional clerk 
to be choaen by the judges of election, 
of any opposite political party, if 
practicable, to the town clerk. 
The election shall be held at the 
same place where the last town elec­ 
tion was held, unless at such last elec­ 
tion it was voted to hold it at another 
place, in which case, it shall be held 
where voted. 
No person oan act as a judge or 
clerk of election unless he is a qualified 
voter in that precinct, and can read, 
write and speak the English language 
understand ingly. 
In case any of tho judges do not ap­ 
pear in time for the opening of the 
polls on election day, then the voters 
present shall select other persons of 
the same political parties as the absent 
judges to act in their place and stead 
If the clerk is absent the judges fill the 
vacancy from the party of the absent 
clerk. 
At least 15 days before the general 
election, th© town olerk of each town 
most post three public notices contain­ 
ing a list ef all the efficers to be elect­ 
ed at Bach election, and also the hours 
during which the polls will be open. 
The polls shall be opened at 9 o’clock 
a. rn. and kept open continuous­ 
ly until five o’clock p. rn. in all the 
towns having lees than 400 inhabi­ 
tants. 
Written notice of the hour of clos­ 
ing the polls shall be posted outside of 
the polling place,and one of the judges 
shall proclaim 
the closing of the 
polls thirty minutes previous thereto. 
Two ballot boxes shall be provided 
for the reception of the male vot es, and 
one separate box for the reception of 
the female votes. 
No person shall be allowed within 
the space provided for voting, except 
the officers of election, the voter and 
one challenger for each political party. 
The tickets will be famished to the 
town clerk of each town by the county

sake they are 30 cent* (of courses that is 
too high). Now then, in one case, the 
balance profit is 3.) cent* per bushel, and 
in the other 40 cent*. 
The wheat investigation, as will be 
remembered, was a grievous disappoint­ 
ment to those who brought it about. 
Long before it closed it was evident that 
the chargee preferred against th© state 
inspection department, and railroad, ele­ 
vator and grain men, when thoroughly 
sifted, would fizzle out completely. In 
this emergency something had to be 
done and “Doc” Fish was equal to the 
occasion. He penned the brief article 
quoted above, and it did not fail of its 
purpose. 
It was copied very exten­ 
sively by the press of the Northwest. 
In a modified form it crept into public 
documents, as is shown by the report of 
the North Dakota railway and ware­ 
house commissioners, and it has been 
repeated and rehashed from the plat­ 
form 
by 
Donnelly and 
hundreds 
of 
other 
speakers 
who, 
more or 
less successfully, have juggled with 
manufactured figures in their efforts to 
prove the absurd proposition. In this 
way a clumsy lie has been made to pro­ 
duce a most abundant crop of falsehood 
and misconception. 
The most curious phase of the genesis 
and growth of the monstrous absurdity 
is that it really grew out of nothing. 
The Great West intended to deceive, 
and its article was written with that ob­ 
ject in view. How well it served its 
purpose must needs have been a sur­ 
prise to the author, and more than once 
he, undoubtedly, has chuckled over his 
complete success in deceiving the unsus­ 
picious farmers of the Northwest. 
For 
the article really contains nothing. It 
does not even pretend to give statements 
of facts. It does not say that the price 
of wheat in Liverpool was 46 shillings 
per quarter at the time. It says, “If it 
(the price) is only 46 shillings per quar­ 
ter it is $1.40 a bushel for ‘Duluth’ or 
‘mixed’ grade.” Certainly, “no one will 
question that.” It then proceeds to ar­ 
gue from this premise and reaches the 
conclusion that the “balance profit” is 
30 to 40 cents per bushel. The majority 
of the readers of the article evidently 
did not discover the trick. They failed 
to see that the figure quoted was only a 
supposed price, and thus came to be­ 
lieve that the charge alleging a robbery

Northwest are generally recognized as 
able and keen bubingas men who know 
all there is to know about the grain 
trade.

are, however, confronted with the singu­ 
lar fact that a grain exporter is a very 
rare bird in the Northwest.

Among the commission houses we 
find only two or three exporting firms, 
and even these send out cargoes only

Men who make it their 
principal busine** to export grain to 
Europe or other foreign parts are not 
found in the Northwest, although they 
could make a profit of 30 to 60 cents on 
every bushel exported—if such public 
instructors as Donnelly, “Doc Fish and 
their followers ar© to be believed.

not astonishing that the “wheat robbers”

W hen th e W a ter Is Pure. 
It might alm ost be laid down as a 
rule th a t if the water sup p ly of a 
community is good, cholera cannot 
become ep idemic, a t least in a tem­ 
p erate climate. It is to the great 
care exercised in obtaining p urity in 
its aqueduct water th at the salubri­ 
ous ness of Ix>ndon is p robably due. 
There were in th a t city last year 
2,437 deaths from diarrhoea while in 
Paris, the quality of whose water is 
notorious, there were—in sp ite of the 
fact th a t the p op ulation numbered 
but one-half th at of Ix>ndon—3,521 
deaths from this disorder. 
In fact, 
the cholera, in an infeebled form has 
been more or less p revalent on the 
outskirts of Paris for some years, 
and will p robably continue there un­ 
til the p op ulation receives a p urer 
sup p ly of water. At Havre where the 
disease 
has 
made recent ra\’ages, 
typ hoid fever is alm ost always p re- 
val

It might almost be laid down as a 
rule that if the water supply of a 
community is good, cholera cannot 
become epidemic, a t least in a tem­ 
perate climate. It is to the great 
care exercised in obtaining purity in 
its aqueduct water that the salubri­ 
ousness of Ixmdou is probably due. 
There were in that city last year 
2,4.17 deaths from diarrhoea while in j 
Paris, the quality of whose water is 
notorious, there were—in spite of tho 
fact that the population numbered 
but one-half that of Ixmdon—3,521 
deaths from this disorder. In fact, 
the cholera, in an infeebied form has 
been more or less prevalent on the 
outskirts of Paris for some years, 
and will probably continue there un­ 
til the population receives a purer 
supply of water. At Havre where the 
disease 
has made recent ravages, j 
typhoid fever is almost always pre­ 
valent, and both drainage and water 
fit I YA tx!

A b o u t th o O rigin

“Cat8 and dogs have a varied ances­ 
try, ’ said a naturalist to a Star 
writer. “People commonly’ referring 
to a single species which has many 
varieties. But in reality the name is 
merely a conventional one, under 
which are grouped in popular parlance 
all of the domesticated canid*. The 
North American coyote is in fact much 
nearer to the greyhound, zoologically’ 
speaking, than tile pug is. It is pim­ 
ply a wild dog. So is the wolf likewise. 
From just such wild types man’s 
faithful four-footed friends are de­ 
scended. 
“\V hen Columbus discovered Amer­ 
ica lie found that the Indians pos­ 
sessed dogs. They were direct descend­ 
ants of the wild coyotes of the plains. 
Doubtless the first dogs which were 
trained to serve mankind were the 
jackals of Asia, which are to this day 
very intelligent and docile when tam ed. 
There was a kind of dog kept by the 
ancient Egyptians, which was evident­ 
ly obtained by breeding from a slen­ 
derly built species, that is wild in Africa 
at the present time. 
“Wherever the canidte have been 
found by man the most docile of them 
have been transformed into domesti­ 
cated dogs. Young ones were reared 
arid bred from the best tempered and 
most intelligent specimens being pre­ 
served from generation to generation, 
until finally the beasts became gentle 
and affectionate servants. 
“With cats the case is in some re­ 
spects the same. 
The first people 
known to have domesticate*! them 
were the ancient Egyptians, on whose 
monuments representations of these 
animals are found as early as 1000 
B. C. It is on a tomb erected about 
1300 B. C. that puss first appears un­ 
mistakably as a domesticated creat­ 
ure, being shown seated beneath a 
chair. In ant ient Egypt the cat was 
un object of religious worship, and 
was even an inmate of the temples. 
There was actually a cat goddess, 
named Buba st is, w ho was always de­ 
picted of having a cat’s head. 
The ancient Egyptian cat was the 
progeny of a species that is wild in 
that country to-day, being known as 
the felis maniculata. This latterm ay 
be regarded as tile ancestor of nearly 
all existing pussies of domesticated 
varieties. 
“Cats are so common nowadays 
that people do not realizetheir value, 
although they would soon do so if 
they had to get along without them 
for a while and suffer 
from the 
plague of vermin wh'ch would arrive 
through unrestricted multiplying of 
the pests which the pussies destroy 
arid drive away.”—Washington Star. 


M E N T O N E CAVE BURIALS. 


D is c o v e r y o f R e lic s o f M en A b ou t 
S e v e n F ea t Tall. 
Near Mentone, but on the Italian 
side of the frontier, there are several 
caves in the cretaceous sea cliffs, 
whose contents have long attracted 
the lively attention of archaeologists. 
Unluckily they have been worked over 
so much that the original stratifica­ 
tion is no longer apparent, 
but 
throughout the mass, flint chips and 
rude bone implements have bf en 
abundantly found, of such character 
that they have been unanimously re­ 
ferred to palaeolithic man, lo 
a*-. 
period of his existence in Wet .^ru 
Europe which De Mortillen has cal bd 
Solutreen. 
Thus far all is harmony, but in this 
deposit at various depths skeletons 
have been unearthed and a lively dis­ 
cussion ensued as these t.lic uld (recon­ 
sidered also of paheolithic time or of 
later date. This debate has been re­ 
newed by fresh discoveries of such re­ 
mains in February last, a good des­ 
cription of which, by A. Vaughan Jen­ 
nings, appears in Natural Science for 
June. They are said to be of unusual 
size, relics of men from six and a half 
to seven feet tall, but it is well known 
how easily one is deceived in measur­ 
ing skeletons. Wrih them were worked 
ornaments of bone and shell, neck­ 
laces and finely chipped arrow-heads. 
These indications point conclusively 
to the fact of deliberate interment at 
a period when mortuary ceremonies 
were definite and solemn rites, and un­ 
questionably therefore to neolithic 
times. In spite of the depth at which 
they were found—perhaps twenty-five 
feet below the modern level of the cave 
floor, they must Ie accepted as in­ 
dorsing De* Mortillett’s reject ion of tho 
human remains as paheolithic.

A remarkable case of suspended ani­ 
mation, of scientific interest, is refer­ 
red to in a recent issue of the English 
Mechanic. The sleeper is a young 
woman named Marguerite Bovenval, 
of the village of Thenelles, in France, 
who fell into a cataleptic condition on 
May 29, 1883, since which day she 
has never shown the slightest sign of 
returning consciousness. 
When the 
actual nature of this profound sleep 
was realized by her medical attend­ 
ants from the non-success which a t­ 
tended all efforts to awaken the 
young woman, attention was given to 
sustaining life. As the jaws were rig­ 
idly fixed, it was found to be impossi­ 
ble to introduce food into the stom­ 
ach, and injections of nourishment 
were re.-orttd to. 
During these nine years she has been 
free from the carns of life, without 
thought or motion, 
consequently 
there has been no apparent waste of 
muscular or nervous tissue. 
The 
hand of time seems to have spared 
this unconscious sleeper, no change 
lias taken place in lier countenance, 
she appears no older to d ay than 
when she fell asleep nine years ago at 
the age of 25. During this time tire 
growth of hair and nails has com­ 
pletely ceased; the joints have become 
quite st if! through disuse, to such an 
extent that the arms, if raised, will re­ 
main in that position tor an indefin­ 
ite period. 
The eyes are turned upward, so 
that the pupils are almost out of sight 
on opening the eyelids. The lips, 
when moved apart, seem to lack the 
elasticity necessary to return spon­ 
taneously to their original position.

AUSTRALIAN SYSTEM OF VOTING. 


A Few Pointers from the Law Which 
Governs the Form of Voting at 
the Coming Election. 
The general election of Nev. 8th, 
1892, is to be held under the election 
law of 1891, commonly known as the 
Australian system. Among the provis­ 
ions of law which have to be observed 
in conducting the election are the fol­ 
lowing, namely: 
Every town is an election district. 
If the town contains more than 400 
voters it shall be divided into two or 
more districts, by the Supervisors of 
the town at least six weeks before the 
general election. 
TheSupervisers are ex-officio judges 
of election, and the town olerk acts 
asoneolerk, with one additional clerk 
to be chosen by the judges of election, 
of any opposite political party, if 
practicable, to the town clerk. 
The election shall be held at the 
same place where the last town elec­ 
tion was held, unless at such last elec­ 
tion it was voted to hold it at another 
place, in which case, it shall be held 
where voted. 
No person oan act as a judge or 
olerk of election unless he is a qualified 
voter in that precinct, and can read, 
write and speak the English language 
understandingly. 
In case any of the judges do not ap­ 
pear in time for the opening of the 
polls on election day, then the voters 
present shall select other persons of 
the same political parties as the absent 
judges to act in their place and stead. 
If the clerk is absent the judges fill the 
vacancy from the party of the absent 
clerk. 
At leaat 15 days before the general 
election, the town olerk of each town 
must post three public notioes contain­ 
ing a list ©f all the officers to be elect­ 
ed at such election, and also the hours 
during which the polls will be open. 
The polls shall be opened at 9 o’clock 
a. m. and kept open continuous­ 
ly until five o’clock p. m. in all the 
towns having less than 400 inhabi­ 
tants. 
Written notice of the hour of clos­ 
ing the polls shall be posted outside of 
the polling place,and one of the judges 
shall 
proclaim 
the closing of the 
polls thirty minutes previous thereto. 
Two ballot boxes shall be provided 
for the reception of the male votes, and 
one separate box for the reception of 
the female votes. 
No person shall be allowed within 
the space provided for voting, except 
the officers of election, the voter and 
one challenger for each political party. 
The tickets will be furnished to the 
town clerk of each town by the county

Now there is a 
difference of 62 cents a bush-1—or say 60 
cent*.

too high). Now then, in one case, the 
balance profit is 3o cents per bushel, and 
in the other 40 cents. 
The wheat investigation, as will be 
remembered, was a grievous disappoint­ 
ment to thoee who brought it about. 
Long before it closed it was evident that 
the chargee preferred against tbe state 
inspection department, and railroad, ele­ 
vator and grain men, when thoroughly 
sifted, would fizzle out completely. 
In 
this emergency something had to be 
done and “Doc” Fish was equal to the 
occasion. 
He penned the brief article 
quoted above, and it did not fail of its 
purpose. 
It was copied very exten­ 
sively by the press of the Northwest. 
In a modified form it crept into public 
documents, as is shown by the report of 
the North Dakota railway and ware­ 
house com mission erf, and it has been 
repeated and rehashed from the plat­ 
form 
by 
Donnelly 
and 
hundreds 
of 
other 
speakers 
who, 
more or 
less successfully, have juggled with 
manufactured figures in their efforts to 
prove the absurd proposition. 
In this 
way a clumsy lie has been made to pro­ 
duce a most abundant crop of falsehood 
and misconception. 
The most curious phase of the genesis 
and growth of the monstrous absurdity 
is that it really grew out of nothing. 
The Great West intended to deceive, 
and its article was written with that ob­ 
ject in view. 
How well it served its 
purpose must needs have been a sur­ 
prise to the author, and more than once 
he, undoubtedly, has chuckled over his 
complete success in deceiving the unsus­ 
picious farmers of the Northwest. 
For 
the article really contains nothing. 
It 
does not even pretend to give statements 
of facts. 
It does not say that the price 
of wheat in Liverpool was 46 shillings 
per quarter at the time. 
It says, “If it 
(the price) is only 46 shillings per quar­ 
ter it is $1.40 a bushel for ‘Duluth’ or 
‘mixed’ grade.” Certainly, “no one will 
question that.” It then proceeds to ar­ 
gue from this premise and reaches the 
conclusion that the “balance profit” is 
90 to 40 cents per bushel. 
The majority 
of the readers of the article evidently 
did not discover the trick. 
They failed 
to see that the figure quoted was only a 
supposed price, and thus came to be­ 
lieve that the charge alleging a robbery 
of upwards of 30 cents per bushel was 
conclusively proved

quotations of Liverpool. 
Now, let us ascertain the actual prices 
paid in the English markets during the 
week preceding April 1, 1892.

Corn Trade News is recognized as a 
standard authority <?n such matters. It* 
quotations are every where accepted as 
correct and perfectly reliable.

ing to this authority, No. 1 Northern was 
quoted at 7s71-2d to 7s 9 1 per cental (100 
pounds)in the Liverpool market on March 
29, of tbe present year, while the closing 
price in the Minneapolis market was 
78 cent**, per bushel.

If a profit of 30 cent* and upwarls 
could be realised on every bushel o! 
wheat shipped from the Northwest to 
England, there would be no more profit­ 
able business in the United States than 
that of exporting grain from the North­ 
western wheat field* to Europe. 
The 
elevator mauagers and grain men of the 
Northwest are generally recognized as 
able and keen business rneu who know 
all there is to know about the grain 
trade. 
It stands to reason that they 
would not be slow in taking advantage 
of

exceptional 
opportunities 
for 
the

of 
tbeir brains, energies and capital 
We 
are, however, confronted with the singu­ 
lar fact that a grain exporter is a very 
rare bird in tbe Northwest. 
None of 
the elevator companies in this section 
are exporters of wheat. Several of them , 
have experimented in this line, but their j 
experience was discouraging; they lost 
money on the business and went out of 
it. 
Among the commission houses we 
find only two or three exporting firms, 
and even these send out cargoes only 
now and then. 
Men who make it their 
principal business to export grain to 
Europe or other foreign parts are not 
found in the Northwest, although they 
could make a profit of 30 to 60 cents on 
every bushel exported—if such public 
instructors as Donnelly, “Doc’’ Fish and 
their follower* are to be believed.

not astonishing that the “ wheat robbers” 
of the Northwest should be so utterly

a young girl seriously shot, are incidents of 
a tragedy occurring early this evening at 
the cottage of Dr. Edward W altber on the 
east shore of Lake Elmo, three-fourths of a 
mile from Stillwater.

A quarrel followed, resulting iu a return to

doctor’s family were at supper and the two 
hired men were eating in the kitchen. 
Mary stepped into a closed veranda to offer

theirs are frequently fakes, but th is is 
w arranted to be fast coloring and not 
to fade or crock. 
People who have 
alw ays beheld the crude butchery of 
Indians and sailors, wherein they use 
the w earisom e anchors 
of 
fate or 
tom b s em bowered in d istorted and 
painful weeping willows, have a right 
to regard with horror such a relic of 
barbarism . 
They 
have never seen 
ta tto o in g as a genuine art, as a pro­ 
fession wherein none but a finished 
and original a rtist can excel and pro­ 
duce the 
wonderful 
designs 
which 
adorn, besides Mr. Geffeney,som e of the 
m ost prom inent people of the world. 
lio n Chio, the Japanese a rtist tat- 
tooer, is a singularly gifted m an and 
is n ot BO years old a t the present 
tim e. 
He w as form erly a jinricksha 
coolie—one of the 
m iserable slaves 
who trundle people ab out in a sm all, 
two-wheeled vehicle—and, as is the 
custom with th a t class of people, he 
had a local artist ta to o his body. 


AN INTRICATE PIECE. 


Becom ing interested in the operation, 
he attem pted the use of the needles, 
and soon discovered his rare artistic 
ability. 
F or seven years now he has 
been the leading a rtist in Jap an for 
people’s cuticles, and has ma le a rep­ 
u ta tio n and a fortune. 
H is renown 
has so spread of recent years th a t 
every prom inent traveler w ho v isits 
Japan adds a goodly p ortion Qf his 
m oney to Chio s bank account, and 
bears 
proudly 
aw ay the indelible 
traces of the J a p ’s wonderful craft. 
has becom e necessary to m ake ap ­ 
pointm ents a long tim e ahead, and 
visito rs frequently send their nam es 
to Arthur A B ond’s 
curio estab lish ­ 
m ent, where H ori 
is, tw o or three 
weeks in advance of their com ing. 
The pieces of work which Mr.Geffen- 
ey carries, and which are herewith il­ 
lustrated, are all upon his arm s. They 
are 
rem arkable for their lines and 
shading. 
The straight lines are as line 
as those drawn with the sharpest pen 
and as true as if laid out with a ruler. 
Strangely enough, the J ap never m akes 
a single m ark to guide his eye, nord oes 
be use any artificial m eans to draw 
the lines or figures before com m encing. 
He sim ply goes calm ly to work ou his 
victim with the needles, aud never 
even w ashes the member until he has 
done with it. 
H is m ethod of proved 
ure is to prepare

pieces of 
w ood 
by Qrmly

tng on from three to tw enty line-point­ 
ed needles, laying them down on the 
end of the stick side by side with 
their points all even on the end and 
just 
separated 
from each 
other. 
When he sta rts to work the lim b ia 
bared, he grasps a brush containing 
the ink in the joint of hi& thum b, and 
then gripping the m em ber in the sam e 
left hand, uses the extended thum b as 
a fulcrum for a leverage—j «bbing the 
inked needles in to the skin over the 
thum b with the right hand and then 
E 
rying on the stick 
until the skin 
reaks with an audible snap. 
T he 
row of needles is not used the flat way, 
but edgewise, so to speak, so th at a 
long scratyb is form ed every tim e he 
jabs aud pries. 
As the work proceeds 
he m oves the left hand tow ard him ­ 
self and keeps jabbing and refilling tlie 
peedles from the brush very rapidly. 
These needles are ne' er used on m ore 
than one person aud are then d estroy­ 
ed. 
The designs executed 
upon 
Mr. 
Geffeney required tw o whole days, in 
which considerable port wine was im ­ 
bibed and much tobacco w as sm oked 
to brace up his nerves. 
The healing 
required a m onth, and he wore silk 
sleeves all

period three upper cuticules peeled off 
from the wounds, each carrying a

Nevertheless, it had an effect, for there 
were tho*e about the Court who had rela­ 
tives and friends they were anxious to pro­ 
vide lor. and they availed themselves of the 
opportunity to enlarge on Alexieff s short­ 
comings, and to in-ist that he was so lack­ 
ing in tact aad discretion that he was un­ 
fitted lor his office; and that he could serve 
the State better by being oppointed to the 
governorship of a prison in some mr dis­ 
tant province ol Siberia. 
This suggestion 
was not lost upon the Czar’s advisers, who 
saw in it a means ol getting out of a dilem ­ 
ma; and the seed thus sown was destined 
to iructity and bear fruit in the fullness ot 
time.

seek a personal interview with the Chief of 
Police, and, throwing herself at his feet, 
plead to him for her lather. 
It is perhaps hardly necessary to say 
that if she had had more worldly know l­ 
edge, and had understood 
better 
what 
Alexieff’s true |*osition was, she would 
rather 
have 
suffered 
death 
than 
have begged a boon of him, and have 
placed 
herself 
in 
his 
power. 
But in 
lier ignorance of all S ate matters, she 
accredited the Chief of the Police with an 
authority that was equal to the Chief of the 
Army, and only a little less than that ot 
the Czar himself, whom she would have 
approached ha<t she known how to have 
done so. 
But no subject in Russia, unless 
lie be o f high rank and great influence, has 
the slightest possible chance of reaching 
His Majestv's private ear. 
For he is guard­ 
ed about with a triple cordon, and the o u t­ 
side world is to him almost a terra incog­ 
nita. 
For one who had always been secluded 
as Rachel had, and who had scarcely ever 
known what it was to be dependent upon 
herself, it was a great undertaking that ot 
going to see the Chief of the Police.

had mentioned her project to her friend the 
Chief Rabbi of Moscow, who seemed dis­

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C h o le r a Will N o t B e c o m e E p i d e m i c 
W h e n t h e W a t e r Is P u r e, 
It might almost be laid down as a 
rule th a t if the water supply of a 
community is good, cholera cannot 
become epidemic, a t least in a tem­ 
perate climate. It is to the great 
care exercised in obtaining purity in 
its aqueduct water that the salubri­ 
ousness of Ixmdon is probably due. 
There were in th a t city last year 
2,437 deaths from diarrhoea while in 
Paris, the quality of whose water is 
notorious, there were—in spite of the 
fact th a t the population numbered 
but one-half th a t of London—3,521 
deaths from this disorder. 
In fact, 
the cholera, in an infeebled form has 
been more or less prevalent on the 
outskirts of Paris for some years, 
and will probably continue there un­ 
til the population receives a purer 
supply of water. At Havre where the 
disease 
has 
made recent ravages, 
typhoid fever is almost always pre­ 
valent, and both drainage and water 
supply are seriously defective. With­ 
in the last twenty-five years cholera 
has rejieatedly been introduced into 
England, but it has never spread, and 
this may reasonably be attributed to 
tiie activity 
in applying sanitary 
science in the supply of clean and the 
removal of foul water, for which th a t 
country has obtained an honorable 
distinction. 
Her ports are open to 
the world; there is no quaraut me ex­ 
cept in the case of those n< t 
y dis­ 
eased, and such of her inhnh . u t s as 
obey ordinary hygienic laws are in 
as little danger from cholera as from 
being struck by lightning.—N. Y. Eve. 
Post.

“( ats and dogs have a varied ances­ 
try ,” said a naturalist to a Star 
writer. “People commonly referring 
to a single species which has many 
varieties. But in reality the name is 
merely a 
conventional one, under 
which are grouped in popular parlance 
all of the domesticated canid*. The 
North American coyote is in fact much 
nearer to the greyhound, zoologically 
speaking, than the pug is. 
It is pim­ 
ply a wild dog. So is the wolf likewise. 
From just such wild types m an’s 
faithful four-footed friends are de­ 
scended. 
“ \\ hen Columbus discovered Amer­ 
ica he found th at the Indians pos­ 
sessed dogs. They were direct descend­ 
ants of the wild coyote* of the plains. 
Doubtless the first dogs which were 
trained to serve mankind were the 
jackals of Asia, which are to this day 
very intelligent and docile when tam ed . 
There was a kind of dog kept by the 
ancient Egyptians, which was evident­ 
ly obtained by breeding from a slen­ 
derly built species, th a t is wild in Africa 
at t lie present time. 
“Wherever the canid* have been 
found by man the most, docile of them 
have been transformed into domesti­ 
cated dogs. 
Young ones were reared 
and bred from the best tempered and 
most intelligent specimens being pre­ 
served from generation to generation, 
until finally the beasts became gentle 
and affectionate servants. 
“ With cats the case is in some re­ 
spects tlie same. 
Tlie first people 
known to have domesticated them 
were the ancient Egyptians, on whose 
monuments representations of these 
animals are found as early as 1600 
B. C. 
It is on a tomb erected about 
1300 B. C. that puss first appears un­ 
mistakably as a domesticated creat­ 
ure, being shown seated beneath a 
chair. In ancient Egypt the cat was 
un object of religious worship, and 
was even an inmate of the temples. 
There was actually a cat goddess, 
named Buhastis, who was always de­ 
picted of having a ca t’s head. 
The ancient Egyptian cat was the 
progeny of a species th at is wild in 
th a t country to-day, being known as 
the felis maniculata. This latter may 
be regarded as the ancestor of nearly 
all existing pussies of domesticated 
varieties. 
“Cats are so common nowadays 
th a t people <io not realize their value, 
although they would soon do so if 
they had to get along without them 
for a while and 
suffer 
from 
the 
plague of vermin wh ch would arrive 
through unrestricted multiplying of 
the pests which the pussies destroy 
and drive away.”—Washington Star.

motion, 
consequently 
there has been no apparent waste of 
muscular or nervous 
tissue.

hand of time seems to have spared 
this unconscious sleeper, no change 
has taken place in her countenance, 
she appears no older to-day than 
when she fell asleep nine years ago at 
the age of 25. During this time the 
growth of hair and nails has com­ 
pletely ceased; the joints have become 
quite stiff through disuse, to such an 
extent tiiat the arms, if raised, will re­ 
main in th at position tor an indefin­ 
ite period. 
The eyes are turned upward, so 
th a t the pupils are almost out of sight 
on opening the eyelids. The lips, 
when moved apart, seem to lack the 
elasticity necessary to return spon­ 
taneously to their original position.

D i s c o v e r y o f R e l ic s o f M e n A b o u t 
S e v e n F e a t Tall. 
Near Mentone, but on the Italian 
side of the frontier, there are several 
caves in the cretaceous sea cliffs, 
whose contents have long attracted 
the lively attention of archaeologists. 
I nluekily they have been worked over 
so much th a t the original stratifica­ 
tion is no longer apparent, 
but 
throughout the mass, flint chips and 
rude bone implements 
have Iwen 
abundantly found, of such character 
that they have been unanimously re­ 
ferred to pal *ol it hie man, to 
a*- 
period of his existence in Wet .^ru 
Europe which De Mortillen has called 
Solutreen. 
Thus far all is harmony, but in this 
deposit a t various depths skeletons 
have been unearthed and a lively dis­ 
cussion ensued as these theadd be con­ 
sidered also of pala olithic time or ol 
later date. This debate has been re­ 
newed by fresh discoveries of such re­ 
mains in February last, a good des­ 
cription of which, by A. Vaughan Jen­ 
nings, appears in Natural Science for 
June. They are snid to be of unusual 
size, relics of men from six and a half 
to seven feet tall, but it is well known 
how easily one is deceived in measur­ 
ing skeletons. Wi‘h them were worked 
ornaments of hone and shell, neck­ 
laces and finely chipped arrow-heads. 
These indications point conclusively 
to the fact of deliberate interment at 
a period when m ortuary ceremonies 
were definite and solemn rites, and un­ 
questionably therefore to neolithic 
times. In spite of the depth at which 
they were found—perhaps twenty-five 
feet below the modern level of there ve 
floor, they must I e accepted as in­ 
dorsing l)e Mortillett’s rejection of the 
human remains as paheolithic.
